Gentlemen, 
the queſtion upon this record is, firſt of all, whether this 
perſon pretended that he had any influence with the three 
perſonages whom he repreſents to have had influence 
with? Now, unleſs the proſecutor is able to make that 
out, I apprehend, ſubje& to the correction of his Lord- 
ſhip, you will not be able to find a verdict of guilty 


againſt the priſoner ; for the indictment firſt of all itates, 


that he was acquainted with the Duke of Portland ; 
that he had influence with the Duke of Portland ; that 
he had influence with Mr. Baldwin; and, I think, that 
he had influence with Sir Watkin Lewes. Now, from 
their own ſtate of the caſe, how is that made out? Is it 
not clear that he muſt have had ſome ſort of connection 
ſufficiently to uſe his endeavours to ſolicit that which was 
the object of the perſon who employed him? The Duke 
of Portland, nobody could doubt it if he had not been 
here, I would have admitted it, the Duke of Portland 
could not be ſuppoſed to hold any fort of converſation 
with a man of the deſcription of the defendant, But, 
Gentlemen, does it follow from thence, that becauſe the 
Duke of Portland himſelf has had no converſation with 
this man upon the ſubje& of pardons, does it follow from 
thence that the ſtatement of the defendant at the bar,

But I put it to you 
fairly, whether a man having ſolicited pardons at that 
very office, and ſucceeded, might not have ſome reaſon 
to ſuppoſe that he had ſome ſort of influence which he 
might exert for the purpoſe of obtaining that for which 
he was employed? If — obſervation, made as it is by 
me, has the good fortune to be attended to by you, 
look then at the next ſubject matter in the indictment, 
and ſee whether it applies to a very honourable friend of 
mine who was at the bar, but has lately ſeceded from it; 
chat gentleman has ſtated himſelf to be in a confidential 
fituation in this office under the Duke of Portland. Has 
the man ſtated that to be a falſity which is ſtated upon 
the record to be a falſity?

Why then, Gentlemen, 
really, when once you have got fo far as that, is it not 
fair to make this obſervation, that he had a reaſonable 
romp to hope and expect that an application of 2 
milar nature, not exactly fimilar, becauſe one was 2 
criminal offence, and the other an offence againſt the 
ſmuggling laws, had he not reaſonable ground to expect 
a ſimilar petition would be in a ſimilar manner ſucceſs- 
ful. Then is not that a negative of the ſecond ſlate- 
ment upon the record, or might not he reaſonably ſu 
poſe, that an application of a ſimilar nature would - 
attended with equal ſucceſs, whether he was right in 
that ſuppoſition or not, is not the queſtion ; but if he 
uſes endeavours to do ſo, I ſhould argue, and I hope you 
will be of the ſame opinion, that he had ground to be- 
lieve that he ſhould ſuceeed; he makes application to 
Mr. Baldwin, who would repreſent it to the Duke of 
Portland ; why then we have got as far into the record 
as his Grace the Duke of P d, and with reſpect to 
Mr. Baldwin.

Now, is that a fair argument to be uſed againſt a 
priſoner ſtanding in the perilous fituation in which he. 
ſtands; there was an application, Mr. Baldwin thinks, in 
behalf of a man of the name of Hill ; certainly it was 
ſo, and Mrs. Hill has indicted the defendant for a fimilar 
offence, and I ſuppoſe that will by and by come before 
you, Well then, Mr. Baldwin, ſaid he, forbad him to 
come any more, but when Saunders was in Newgate, 
does it follow, that becauſe he ſaid he forbad him to 
come any more, that through any other channel, he 
might not ſucceed in getting himſelf introduced to per- 
ſons in confidence with his Majeſty, who might, with 
his miniſters, confider whether it was a fit cafe for 
mercy or not; therefore, I hope that laſt obſervation of 
my learned friend will not have the effect it is intended 
to have.

Gentlemen, fubje& to the correction of the Court here- 


after, I will ftate to you, as far as I have been able to 
collect from the Crown Lawyers upon the ſuhject, what 
1 apprehend to be the offence that muſt be made out 
agreeable to the ſtatement of the offence in this indit- 
ment. I will ſtate it from an extremely well-known 
caſe to all my learned friends, the caſe of the King and 
Young, in Mr. Leech's cafes 406, and alſo in the third 
Term Reports 98; I will cite it to you from Mr. Leach's 
caſes, which Ielere ie a pretty, faithful report of what 
8 Gentlemen, that 
was a caſe upon the very ſtatute upon which this in- 
dictment is framed, and there, gentlemen, it is ſtated, 
that this ſtatute had for its object to further the ends of 
Juſtice, by making that which was not the ſubject of a 
common law offence, an offence within the meaning of 
the ſtatute, for, previous to the paſſing of this ſtatute, 
it was not an offence at common law, there was ano- 
ther ſtatute indeed upon the ſame ſubject, made by one 


of the Henry's, againſt falſe tukens, but as this was 


inſufficient, another ſtatute paſſed upon the ſubject, 
and Lord Kenyon, I don't mean to ſay, that that 
caſe was fimilar to the preſent, upon the facts of the 
caſe, but I cite it more to ſtate to you what Was the 
opinion of the Judges — upon caſes of fraud. 
Lord Kenyon ſays, it ſeems difficult to draw the line, 
and ſay, to what particular caſes this ſtatute ſhall ex- 
tend; and, therefore, we muſt ſee whether each pary- 
cular caſe, 'as it ariſes, comes within it; therefore, ac- 
carding to this learned Judge's authority, it ſeems diffi- 


cult to conſtrue the meaning of this Act of Parliament 


as applied generally, but you muſt apply it to each par- 
ticu A af as ds i cafe all ariſe. Mr. 
Juſtice Buller, in giving his judgment upon the ſame 
caſe, ſays thus: Barely aſking another for a ſum of 
money is not ſufficient, but ſome pretence muſt be uſed, 
and that pretence muſt be falſe, for the intent is neceſ- 
fary to conſtitute the crime. Then, Gentlemen, you 
n the ſtatement of 
this caſe, what was the intent of the party at the time 
he was ſo employed ;—you muſt find out likewiſe, whe- 
ther that intent was by falſe repreſentation, to get into 
his hands, and poſſeſſion, by that falſe repreſentation, 
the money of the proſecutor ; it is eſſential that it muſt 
be falſe, Is it falſe, with reſpe& to the obſervation 1 
made before, that he had influence, ſome how or other, 
with the Duke of Portland, that-he had influence with 
Mr. Baldwin, that he had influence with Sir Watkin 
Lewes? all theſe things have been proved on the part of 
the proſecutor : firſt, that this is the office to which he 
was to apply; ſecondly, that Mr. Baldwin is one of the 
channels to whom he was to apply; thirdly, 

with reſpect to Sir Watkin Lewes? he telle 
he put him into the City of London Militia, in the 
place of a ſerjeant, and if he had not had a good 


opinion of ſuch a man be would not have placed | f 


him in that fituation; he found that' he was too 
old, and therefore he put him merely as a temporary 
ſerjeant. Then there is evidence before you, that 
Sir- Watkin Lewes had ſome good opinion of this 
man, or he would not have put him in that fituation

ſome application that he might make on the occaſion, 
might he not reaſonably ſuppoſe that Sir Watkin Lewes 


would be induced to do that for him, when he had been 


inclined to do ſo favourably for him in his regimental 
capacity; then, if I have made myſelf underſtood, he 
cannot be faid to have induced them to part with their 
money under a falſe pretence; for if you find that he 
has made applications where pardons might come 
through different channels down to- the delinquent, if 
he has done that, there is an end to the intention charged 
in this indictment ; then, Gentlemen, the caſe will reſt 
upon the other circumſtances which have been ſtated to 
you by my learned friend. | 

Gentlemen, Does the defendant come voluntarily 
into this buſineſs? Does he offer himſelf to the perſon 
he is ſaid to have defrauded? On the contrary, you 
have it in evidence from two of the witneſſes for the 
proſecution (from the character the man had, and from 
the influence he was ſuppoſed to have, and which he 
indeed had, for he ſucceeded in it in one inſtance he 
was applied to, becauſe he had ſucceeded in it, at che 
defire of the wife of Saunders), Saunders ſending to him, 
and he going in conſequence of that ſolicitation ; why 
then it is not like this caſe which I might put— if a man, 
meaning to defraud another of his goods or money, 
was to come to me and ſay he could get an official ſitua. 
tion for me, becauſe he had an opportunity of getting 
it, and that he knew he could get it, and he offered to 
do it voluntarily, and comes to me in the firſt ſtance, 
when in fact he knew at the ſame time he could not get 


it. But here, Gentlemen, I wiſh to, impreſs it upon 


your minds; it is by the defire of a third perſon, by the 
ſolicitation of the perſons themſelves; and when he 


comes to.aſk for a compenſation, they throw in his 


teeth” that he has not ſucceeded ; and that, perhaps, is 
the giſt of this buſineſs, that when gentlemen high in 
office find that pardons may be had by the — 
tions of any body; for that man certainly has made 
ſuch a repreſentation, as has been ſtated, to Mr. Bald- 
win; that Mr. Baldwin believed him, becauſe, with 
reſpect to the ſmugglers, it certainly did ſucceed. Where 
then is the intent on the part of this man originally, 
without ſolicitation, to do the thing 1 to him; 
by this record it appears that he was employed by the 

erſons who had a right to employ him, and to confide 
in him becauſe he had ſucceeded before. 

Gentlemen, what I have juſt been ſtating to you, 
ſeemed to catch the ear and the attention of my learned 
riend who fits next me; and if he ſuppoſes that, for 
one moment, I, as an advocate for any defendant, in 
any Court of Juſtice, can mean by any argument or 
any obſervation I could ſtate to a Jury, to caſt the leaſt 
ſhade of any thing like reflexion upon the honourable 
Gentlemen that I have ſeen upon the bench to-day, I 
hope they will give me credit for ſaying, I mean — 
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Hoch thing; but no 


tition; therefore that they could have it no otherwiſe 
than by a petition, which muſt be drawn by ſomebody, 
and which was in this inſtance drawn by the gentleman 
at the bar. Gentlemen, it does ſeem, as I ſtated in the 
outſet, that this is not only a caſe of very great im- 
portance to the public, otherwiſe the great and diſtin- 

uiſned characters whom — find — this Court ri 
and the very eloquent and power nent Which 
I have-u ke — 2 2 have been 
brought down here to addreſs you upon the ſubject; but 
it is alſo of the laſt importance to the defendant, what 
verdict you ſhall hereafter give; for, by the ſtatute 
upon which this indetment is framed, you will learn 
that the priſoner at the bar is liable to be tranſported 
for the term of ſeven years. Therefore, gentlemen, 
bearing that in your minds you will weigh theſe cir- 
cumſtances, and weigh them with great caution before 
you proceed to give that verdict, which in the end if 
you believe the witneſſes on the part of the proſecution, 
and that the intent of the priſoner was to defraud, will 
certainly be the occaſion of his being baniſhed from 
the friends that he has in this country, and from ſo- 
ciety. Gentlemen, if I have the good fortune to make 
nytlir underſtood, I think that the whole of the offence 
attributable to the priſoner ſtands upon theſe few ob- 
ſervations; and when I have made thoſe few obſerva- 


tions, I ſhall leave him to that juſtice, and alſo to that 


mercy that he will be entitled to at your hands. 
Gentlemen, I charge, as 1 faid juſt now, no one per- 
fon with. any abuſe of- office ; but all offices, from the- 
higheſt to the loweſt, at all times, have had” abuſes 
creep into them; and perhaps the inferior avenues to 
that office may be open to the ſolicitations of perſons in 
the ſituation of the priſoner, Gentlemen, the priſoner 
inſtructs me to ſay to you, that in the Secretary of 
State's office there were perſons in inferior ſituations, 
very inferior indeed, who might make falſe repreſenta- 
tions to the priſoner. _ I think there was a perſon of the 
name of Noble; who he is I know not; I think I have 
read in the papers of a Mr. Noble having been ex- 
amined ; but I believe the ſituation of Noble was fome- 
thing like that of an inferior ſervant or groom in the 
Duke of Portland's family.

Court. Gentlemen of the Jury. The priſoner at the 
bar ftands indicted for a fraud, and the indictment charges 
in the firſt place, that a perſon of the name of John 
Saunders was a priſoner under judgment pronounced 
againſt him for a feloriy, whereof before that time he 
had been convicted. Next, that the priſoner repreſented 
himſelf ro Ann Keys to have great intereſt with certain 

rſons, namely, the Duke of Portland, Sir Watkin 

wes, and Mr. Baldwin, and that he could and would 
procure his Majeſty's moſt gracious pardon to be granted 
to John Saunders; and, that in order to procure that 
pardon, he muſt have a certain ſum of money entruſted 
to him, to be paid away by him, one guinea into one 
channel, and another guinea into another channel, and 
that no part of it was to go to himſelf ; that ſhe gave to 
him three guineas at one time, two at another, and one 
at another. 

Now, Gentlemen, the neceſſary ingredients to con- 
ſtitute a crime of this nature, namely, the obtaining of 


money under falſe pretences, under the act of the zoth 


of his late Majeſty, are, that the party ſhall repreſent 
himſelf in ſome ſituation that he is not, or, as it bap- 

ns in moſt cafes, ſhall repreſent that ſomething has 
— which has not happened, or is to happen, 
which he has no reaſon to expect will happen. The next 
ingredient is, that he ſhall have money; and, the third 
is, that it ſhall. be with an intent to defraud. - 

Now I caution you, in the outſet in this ſtage of the 
buſineſs, to refreſh your minds; keep them 60h, cad 
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faction ? / Here the learned Fudge ſummed up the evidence to 


keep out of {ſight for the the deteſtable nature of 
the offence, if it ſhould be committed ; for it is moſt | 
undoubtedly of the utmoſt conſequence that the avenues 
to the Royal mercy ſhould be neither obſtructed nor 
corrupted, and by ſuch means to torture the feelings of 
rſons, who ſuffer much by reaſon. of their relations 
Fires being in jeopardy ; and the moſt valuable and ſacred 
thing of all is, that the public opinion ſhould be per- 
fealy confirmed in the perſuaſion that the matter of 
ſhowing Royal mercy is a matter that flows in an eaſy | 
and in a pure channel ; becauſe, otherwiſe, ſee what a 
ſituation we ſhall be in : the price that we pay in this. 
country for fixed rules of criminal law, is this, that 
caſes muſt neceſſarily ariſe that one would wiſh did not 
fall within the exact and preciſe rule. If, therefore, 
we are perpetually to go by an exact and preciſe rule, 
many of thoſe caſes muſt be attended with circumſtances 
that one's good ſenſe muſt regret. What is the remedy ? 
Place the avenues to mercy in ſuch a channel that it be- 
comes eaſy of acceſs, and the moment there is that eaſy 
acceſs which I will deſcribe to you, then all is ry ; 
we may afford to have a preciſe ſyſtem of criminal law, 
and yet that inconvenience will not happen, which is the 
caſe with every ſteady and fixed rule, unleſs there be an 
obvious and eaſy remedy. What then is the caſe here? 
You know that every ſubje& has a right to petition ; it 
is not a matter of favour, it a matter of right; thoſe 
petitions go into the office which is appointed for that 
purpoſe ; there they are. ſifted, and a fort of primaty 
judgment formed upon them, to make the acceſs more 
ealy, for the Secretary of State himſelf to repreſent it to 
his Majeſty ; that is the regular, the ordinary, and the 
common courſe of the thing. Now, Gentlemen, fri 
ping your minds entirely at preſent of every other conſi- 
deration, except the great importance to the public on 
the one hand, and, on the other, the great importance 
alſo, that a man ſhould not be improperly convicted, 
you will attend to the evidence deliberately, reviewin 
this evidence without any view to conſequences ; a 
yourſelves the queſtion, whicther theſe allegations in this

Gentlemen, it has been ſtated, that this man, havin 
ſucceeded in the buſineſs of the ſmugglers, might lea 
him to ſuppoſe that he had ſome influence, You have 
heard from Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Kirby what paſſed, 
and Mr, Baldwin tells you, that was the caufe of his 
ſuſpecting him.

Gentlemen, I ſhall abſtain from all obſervations upon 
the law of this caſe, becauſe it will come much better 
from an authority, which will be much more ſatisfac- 
tory, and much better applied to the facts than any ſtate- 
ment of mine.

Me. Frelding.” May it pleaſe your Lordſhip. Gentle- 
men of the Jury: It muſt be with very deep concern, 
that you find your attention now engaged upon a charge 
of murder; it is my duty to inform you, that every cir- 
cumſtance attending this unhappy deed, will demand of 
you a moſt ſolemn, patient, and comprehenſive inveſti- 

tion, for, upon the bearing of very minute circum- 
ances, etablithing articular facts to your ſatisfaction 
will depend the application of the law, as you will re- 
ceive it from the learned Judge; according as thoſe facts 
fall within the contemplation of the law in different 
modes in which the law has conſidered the death of man, 
either as the facts will amount to the crime of murder, gr 
as they may only amount to the crime of manſlaughter, 
r:the leſs criminal and ieſs culpable offence of homicide. 

Geatlemen, upon this melancholy occaſion, the perſon 
deceaſed, was a ſeaman in the King's ſervice, and was 
employed in what they call a Preſs-gang : but, upon the 
preſent occaſion, from the particular circumſtances of 
the caſe, you will not have th hear from the learned 
Judge, — clear authority, eſtabliſhed where the exe- 
cution'o 'a power is entruſted to an officer of the navy, 

for the purpoſe of impreſſing ſeamen. Gentlemen, I will 
not call ydur attention to the caſe of the man, as it 
might ariſe, by poſſibility, under the contemplation of
